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GUIDANCE FOR HOUSING 


HE Committee which has been sitting for over two 

years, under the chairmanship of the Earl of 
Dudley, recently issued its report on the Design of 
Dwellings,* taking as its starting point the Tudor 
Walters recommendations of 1918, and after reviewing 
subsequent developments brought the subject up to date 
with a view to defining present-day requirements for 
various types of housing. 

Now the Ministry of Health, in co-operation with the 
Ministry of Works, has published a Housing Manualt 
summarising the conclusions of the Dudley Committee 
and supplementing them by a valualne series of specimen 
designs for group planning and for homes of various 
types, accompanied by well-selected photographs of 
examples, mainly pre-war, but also including a few of 
recent date. These, together with the plans and notes, 
afford a most useful handbook for all those concerned 
with the provision of housing. 

The Ministries of Fuel and Power and of Town and 
Country Planning have also been consulted as to 
factors in which they are concerned, and other sources 
have been drawn on to contribute to various aspects 
of the problems envisaged, such as “ The Use of Stan- 
dards in Building,” ‘“‘ House Construction ” and ‘“‘ Rural 
Housing,” previously published ; it is also promised that 
further advice on various other branches of the subject 
will be given in publications to be issued later on. It is 
gratifying to note that the functions of the architect 
are recognised in this Manual and that housing 
authorities are strongly advised to secure the services 
of a qualified architect for their schemes to ensure 
that not only is a good standard of accommodation 
and construction achieved but also that questions of 
arrangement, taste and harmony with the surround- 
ings shall be adequately dealt with, as these largely 
depend on the professional knowledge and its right 
application which only an architect can supply. 

The scale and types of grouping for housing develop- 
ments is the first aspect dealt with in this publication. 
It is pointed out that where the scheme is on a large 
scale, such as it might be in connection with a new centre 
of employment, provision must be made for industrial, 
social, educational and recreational centres, with their 
relation to each other duly considered as well as to ac- 
commodation for the different classes of people makiag 
up a well-balanced residential neighbourhood in ac- 
cordance with the recognised principles of the town 
planner. Some of these facilities may be provided by 
the local authority, others by private enterprise, but in 
either case, they should be ready by the time the bulk of 
the houses are occupied. A population of 5,000 to 10,000 
affords a suitable basis for such a scheme; but many 
will be on a smaller scale than this, and then the existing 
social and ‘educational facilities have to be taken into 
consideration and the demands for supplementing and 
expanding these dealt with. For rural areas the addi- 
tional groups of cottages are best sited in or near existing 
villages, but not on main traffic routes. This will

facilitate services, while the actual sites should be 
selected with an eye to the development of the village on 
well-considered lines, a very neat plan being given as 
an example of this. 

It is pointed out that there are two standards of 
density ; that for the whole area to be developed, the 
gross, and the net for the purely residential portion. 
Density in terms of population is preferred to that of 
homes and a varying scale for these is suggested, ranging 
from 120 in central urban areas to 30 or 40 for village 
development. This seems reasonably near the mark, 
but in our view such estimates depend so largely on 
factors such as local conditions, aspect of sites, ete., 
that each scheme is best considered as a special case 
and decisions made accordingly. Three main principles 
are laid down for the planning of residential areas :— 

(a) Direct and easy access to main traffic facilities by 

road or rail. 

(6) Short and direct routes to the shopping and com- 

munal.centre. 

(c) Safe routes to schools and playing fields. 

In addition the general instructions for planning are 
very informative. 

We now come to the requirements for the various types 
of home, classified as three: the kitchen-living-room 
house, comprising a large kitchen-living-room with 
small scullery attached ; the working kitchen house with 
a large living-room, in which meals are eaten, with a good 
working kitchen ; the third is the dining-kitchen house, 
in which the kitchen is large enough for meals to be 
taken comfortably and the living-room somewhat 
smaller; in this case a wash-house should be added. 
The three types are compared in relation to the planning 
of the homes as a whole, particularly as to the provision 
of bedroom accommodation where two floors have to 
be balanced. For the three-bedroom cottage the first 
floor should provide about 360 feet super net for bed- 
rooms and béthroom, which is adequate for any of these 
types, while if four bedrooms are required a small 
parlour may be added, Of course, with one-storey cot- 
tages or with flats this balance of area is not demanded, 
but the bungalow type of house is less economical in 
land or construction for houses with more than two 
bedrooms. 

The case as between semi-detached and grouped 
cottages is gone into and their relative merits pointed 
out, also the appropriate treatment for three-storey flats 
and for higher blocks involving the employment of lifts ; 
in the latter case the service of enough flats to justify the 
cost of a lift is assumed to demand (as stated in the 
Dudley Report) a continuous outside balcony, which is 
detrimental to the privacy of the flats so by-passed. 

Plans of emergency dwellings, including the Portal 
house, are given and the methods of utilising factory- 
made equipment are illustrated; there are also appen- 
dices dealing with space and structural standards, 
thermal and sound insulation, fire resistance and other 
considerations, so that it is not going too far to acclaim 
this publication as a most comprehensive and valuable 
handbook on the subject of the future homes of Great 


Britain.

Rebuilding Guildhall. 

At last: week’s meeting of the Common 
Council, .Captain Alfred Instone com- 
plained of the delay in making available 
copies of the report on the City rebuilding 
proposals.

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fees amounting to £6,300 for services in 
connection with the post-war reconstruc- 
tion of Guildhall. Captain Instone said 
that, while large outside owners could not 
get on with plans owing to the delay in 
placing on sale the report on replanning, 
the Corporation was being asked to assent 
to proposals to go ahead with its own 
rebuilding. The Court agreed to pay the 
fees. 


A New Guy’s Hospital. 

A SCHEME to expand Guy’s Hospital to 
nearly twice its size on the bombed streets 
to the east of the present buildings has 
been drawn up and building will begin as 
soon as So The new work will com- 
prise an eight-floor surgical block of 609 
beds in 20-bed wards, and 14 operating 
theatres set round two quadrangles, a 
research and students’ college for 150, and 
a dental school for 400. Mr. Alner W. 
Hall, F.R.I.B.A., is the architect.

Bomb-Damaged 


The Wall of the City of London. 

H. V. MoteswortH Roserts writes as 
follows : In my article under this title in 
your last issue I find that a building in 


Noble-street, by an aberration, was de- 
scribed_as ‘‘ Clothworkers’ Hall,’’ both in 
the text (p. 228, col. 3) and on the plan 
(Pp. 225). This, of course, should be 

‘Coachmakers’ and Coach Harness- 
Makers’’’; the Clothworkers’ was in 


Mincing-lane, but that, too, has gone. On 
p. 226 (col. 2), at end of first paragraph, 
the mortar reference to the R.C.H.M. 
should be to ‘‘p, 79.”’ It is worth while 
adding a few facts since discovered, viz., 

that Lambe’s Chapel (p. 227) was at the 
north-west corner of Monkwell-street and 
on part of the site of the Hermitage (ditto) ; 
West-street-square—shown on an earlier 
O.S. map as more like a square !—formerly 
took the name of the chapel. Interesting 
street-name histories wil! be found in 
Harben’s Dictionary of London (1918), 
from which the house, ‘‘ Windsor-place,”’ 
which gave its name to Windsor-court (p. 
228, col. 1), appears to be the ‘‘ Nevil’s 
Inn”’ on the O.S. map (col. 3). From Mr. 
Tatchell’s photograph it is clear that the 
demolition was there to cellar level, but 
has only subsequently been filled in to 
pavement level, as now.

DETAILS OF THIRTEEN TYPES of house 
construction that will be employed dur- 
ing the immediate post-war years have 
now been released by the Ministry of 
Works, who have thrown open the 
Northolt site to the public. Local 
authorities who wish to send represen- 
tatives to view these houses should 
write to the Ministry of Health. All 
others should write to the Director of 
Works, Ministry of Works. 

These houses fall into two main cate- 
gories. First, there are the houses of 
traditional construction, such as brick. 
Secondly, because the Ministry antici- 
pate shortages of certain materials and 
certain classes of craftsmen in the im- 
mediate post-war period, Lord Portal 
ordered the erection of houses using 
less-known—but proven—materials and 
new methods of construction, so that 
these shortages should not delay the 
building of permanent houses with a 
60-year life. 

While building these houses, the 
Ministry have kept a record of the 
comparative costs, and of the site man 
hours involved. The _ information 
gained is to be released first in the 
House of Commons—but it is possible 
to say now that the approximate net 
cost of the 850 ft. super brick house 
(Plan No. 3) is £759 for a site of about 
500 houses, and the site man hours are 
approximately 2,100 per house. This 
cost excludes profits and cost of land. 
The cost of the flatted dwellings (Plan 
No. 7), which are built on a steel frame- 
work and have factory-made walls, ceil- 
ings, internal partitions, plumbing and 
floors, is not released—but the site man

of construction. There was a desire not 
to confuse the issue by putting up-to- 
date prefabricated fittings into them— 
though first-class fittings are included. 
In the flatted dwellings fittings iden- 
tical to those of the Emergency Bunga- 
low have been incorporated—cupboards, 
wardrobes, kitchen and bath equip-

ment. So far as is possible, within the 
limitations of the methods of construc- 
tion and materials employed, all the 
houses may be said to be prefabricated. 

The methods of construction and 
materials used in the various houses 
and blocks shown on the site are in 
accordance with the recommendations 
of the Burt Committee, as suitable for 
permanent houses. In addition, all 
were designed in the first instance by 
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reference to a panel of architects— 
Messrs. C. H. James, A.R.A,, 
F.R.I.B.A., Cecil Howitt, D.S.O., 
F.R.IB.A., and L. H. Keay, 0.B.E., 
F.R.IL.B.A., with the exception of the 
flatted dwellings, with which Mr. Keay 
was associated. The architect for the 
B.I.S.F. houses was Mr. Frederick 
Gibberd, F.R.I.B.A., A.M.T.P.I. In 
addition, Mr. C. J. Mole, O.B.E., 
M.V.O., F.R.LB.&., has prepared the 
drawings and been in closest touch with 
the whole work, and so has Mr. Arthur 
Kenyon. 

No monopoly is reserved to any firm 
of the non-traditional types of construc- 
tion. For instance, the flatted dwell- 
ings are built with a block supplied by 


one firm—but any type of concrete 
block could be used provided it does 
a good job and stands up to all the 
tests. Likewise the steel-framed house 
could be produced by any firm, though 
the type erected at Northolt is that 
used by the Birmingham Corporation. 

An analysis of the construction of 
the houses is given on page 253. 


In a letter to The Times, Sir George 
M. Burt writes: There has been a 
great deal of talk as to the urgent need 
for housing, but very little as to what 
has actually been, and is being, done. 
As Chairman of the Inter-Departmental 
Committee on House Construction, I 
have seen a good deal of the demon- 


stration and experimental work which 
is going on. 

At Northolt the Ministry of Works 
have erected some 13 houses exempli- 
fying different methods designed to get 
over bottlenecks due to shortage of 
certain classes of labour or materials, 
such as, in fact, occurred after the last 
war. The most striking of these is the 
two-storey block of flats recently fin- 
ished [see page 248], demonstrating the 
possibilities of a steel frame, with clad- 
ding in other than strictly conventional 
materials. The same type of construc- 
tion is more easily adaptable to houses, 
for which the Ministry have also got 
out plans. This demonstration building 
makes an important contribution to 
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post-war housing in showing how -gives the occupier an appreciable quired to avoid whatever shortage of 


economies in the use of normal build- 
ing labour and materials may be 
effected while maintaining high stand- 
ards of efficiency. These flats can be 
erected in 900 man-hours on the site, 
while flats or houses of this type before 
the war took 1,800 hours. The degree 


saving of fuel. With the exception of 
the small amount of jointing to the 
outside cladding, the whole of the con- 
struction is dry, so that occupation can 
take place immediately after com- 
pletion.

THE preparation of contour plans in the 
usual way by means of geometrical projec- 
tions on a measuring diagram can involve, 
however, considerable tedious labour. To 
avoid this officials of the D.S.I.R. have 
evolved various alternative methods of 
measurement — instrumental, geometrical 
and mathematical. Unfortunately, these 
alternatives, in addition to being—unlike 
the diagram—only approximately accurate, 
pron os entail so much time and work 
that it is difficult to visualise the comple- 
tion, amidst the preoccupation of war work 
of higher priority, of sufficient comparative 
official data to be of assistance in the pre- 
paration of town-planning schemes restrict- 
ing overbuilding. 

Of greater promise is the simple 
expedient described in the issue of the 
Journal R.I.B.A. of March, 1944, of 
plotting once for all accurate calculated 
data of the sky factor values of rectangular 
quadrilaterals of visible sky defined by 
angular co-ordinates of bearings and eleva- 
tion. From such a master graph it is 
possible to plot, without undue labour, 
‘‘ position graphs,’’ three examples of 
which, Figs. 3 to 5, are now published for 
the first time, giving the daylight factor 
values on a horizontal plane at sill level at 
distances of from 2 ft. to 20 ft. of rect- 
angular window openings up to 40 ft. in 
width and 20 ft. high. : 

From these can be read off, without cal- 
culation, all the necessary data for con- 
touging any interior up to 20 ft. by 20 ft. 
side’ lt by rectangular windows of any 
dimensions either unobstructed or facing 
any degree of continuous obstruction 
definable in terms of height and distance, 
e.g., maximum height and maximum angle 
above the horizontal. 

Figs. 6 and 7, for example, indicate by 
contour lines the disposition over an area 
of 14 ft. by 14 ft. of various sky-factor 
values of natural light obtainable on the 
table plane at sill level from two windows 
each 3 ft. wide by 6 ft. high and 4 ft. 
apart or 7 ft. centre to centre, either un- 
obstructed or facing three different limits 
of permissible obstruction, 40 ft. high and 
80 ft. distant, 50 ft. high and 50 ft. dis- 
tant, and 100 ft. high and 100 ft. distant, 
assumed to have been fixed in a town- 
planning scheme as the maxima for subur- 
ban, urban residential and central urban 
localities, the interior lit being a ground- 
floor room with its window heads 10 ft., 
and its table piane 4 ft. above the ground 
line from which the permissible maximum 
heights are measured. In a town-planning 
scheme these restrictions on overbuilding 
would probably be expressed as maximum 
heights coupled with maximum horizontal 
angle measured from the ground line. 

It was at one time customary to define 
different degrees of horizontal obstruction 
continuous across an aspect by horizontal 
angles only, without specifying height or 
distance (either is sufficient) regardless of 
the fact that an infinite number of 
different degrees of obstruction, varying 
enormously in their effect, can subtend the 
same horizontal angle. 

Obviously ithese contour plans would 


convey, ey to the uninitiated, a 
far more eloquent and convincing impres- 


sion of the effect of different degrees of per- 
missible obstruction if each had been illus- 
trated by strictly comparable model photo- 
graphs similar to Figs. 1 and 2. It is 
only possible to obtain a clear mental con- 
ception of the varying effects of different 
degrees of obstruction if those effects can 
be seen upon a given interior, compared 
and remembered. Model photographs 


enable different degrees of permissible ob- 
struction to be so seen, studied and com- 
pared with the corresponding contour plans 
At the lower levels of adequacy protected 
by legal rights of light to which attention 
jas hitherto been mainly, if not entirely, 
confined, it has proved to be possible 
for lawyers to ‘‘read’’ contour plans 
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easily without technical knowledge; and 
it is to be hoped that, in spite of the 
bovine indifference of the human eye to 
large, even huge, differences of more 
ample adequacy, contour plans should be 
as useful in connection with town planning 
and fenestration as they have been in 
connection with legal disputes, provided 
that a sufficient number of contour plans 
and model photographs of typical interiors 
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can be made available to form a visual 
dictionary which will enable any contour 
plan to be interpreted readily. 

Contour plans have hitherto been re- 
quired mainly for disputes over compara- 
tively small proposed alterations of com- 
plicated urban aspects concerning property 
interest so large that the cost of the labour 
involved in preparing them was im- 
material. For their preparation in large 
numbers for the more simple conditions 
of continuous hcvrizontal permissible ob- 
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struction it is desirable, if not essential, 
that such labour should be reduced to a 
minimum. 

Contour plans are set out by the same 
simple process which is adopted by sur- 
veyors in the preparation of contour maps 
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of undulating or mountainous ground, 
‘Spot levels ’’ are first measured on the 
ground at the intersections of a_pre- 
determined grid of lines on plan and 
plotted on sections to scale in two direc- 
tions. On these sections the positions of 
any given level to be indicated by a con- 
tour line can be marked off and transferred 
to the plan, upon which the transferred 
points can be joined up and “ faired ”’ 
into smooth contours. 

The longest part of this procedure is the 
laborious compilation of spot levels in the 
field, and in the preparation of contour 
plans of natural illumination the ‘‘ spot 
levels ’’ of sky factors at the intersections 
of a predetermined grid have hitherto been 
obtained by setting out and measuring 
geometrical projections on a measuring 
diagram. The position graphs, Figs. 3, 4 
and 5, reduce this tedious labour to a 
minimum by enabling the necessary values 
to be read off direct, with no calculation 
beyond a little simple addition and sub- 
traction. 

For example, the intersection 1le on 
Fig. 6 receives light from the equivalent 
of a half-window 9 ft. wide less a half: 
window 6 ft. wide, plus a half-window 2 ft. 
wide, plus a half-window 1 ft. wide, all 
being 6 ft. high and 6 ft. distant. For an 
unobstructed aspect all these can be read 
off from the position graph, Fig. 3, as 
follows :— 

6.5—5.64+2.54+1.4=0.9+3.9=4.8 
These half-window widths will be the 
same for all intersections on the vertical 
line 11, viz. : 11a, 11b and 11d, etc. (See 
footnote. ) 

Any continuous obstruction of a given 
height and distance will cut off from these 
values the equivalent of half-windows of 
the same width but of a height equal to 
the vertical distance between the sill and 
the point at which a line from the top of 
the obstruction to the reference point will 
intersect the opening. This can be ascer- 
tained graphically on a section to scale, 
as Figs. 8 and 9, or by calculation, apply- 
ing the geometrical principles of similar 
triangles, or preferably both. Thus at the 
intersection 11c! on Fig. 6, and at all other 
intersections on the horizontal line c’, 
light from sky visible from the table plane 
6 ft. back from the window will he 
obstructed from the sill up to a point X. 
The height of point X above the sill or 
table plane will be 6 ft. x 36/86 = 2.51. 
say, 2 ft. 6 in. 

The loss by obstruction to all the c’ 
points is the equivalent of the same half- 
window widths as before, but 2 ft. 6 in. 
high. 

This can be ascertained by interpolation 
on Fig. 3, as follows :— 

4.8—(1.9—1.64+.0.8+0.3) =4.8— (0.3+1.1) 

= 48—-1.4 = 3.4.

It is necessary to avoid the obvious 
temptation to reduce half-window widths 
in order to reduce the number of readings 
from the position graphs. Those accus- 
tomed to the use of measuring diagrams are 
aware that, for example, the sky factor 
value of a window 10 ft. wide of any given 
height less that of a window 6 ft. wide 
is not the same as that of a window 4 ft. 
wide of the same height. 

The application of the information 
afforded by position graphs to the practical 
design of fenestration in town-planned 
localities should now be obvious. For 
example, any ground-floor window with 
its head, say, 10 ft. above the ground level 
in a locality where the maximum per- 
missible height of possible future buildings 
is limited to 100ft. and the maximum 
angle of obstruction to 45 deg., as in 
Fig. 7, is liable some day, even though 
its present aspect may be open, to be 
faced with a continuous obstruction 90 ft. 
high above the window head and 100 ft. 
distant, or its equivalent. and should he 
designed accordingly. When, and only 
when, designers can predetermine from 
published town-planning schemes the 
worst conditions of obstruction with which 
their windows may ultimately be faced 
can the lost art of efficient fenestration be 
revived and practised. 

In many. probably most, cases of urban 
rebuilding the aspect of windows will differ 
materially from any standard of per- 
missible obstruction prescribed in a town- 
planning scheme for the locality. The 
architect is not, however. thereby deprived 
of definite data for the design of windows. 

Aspects which are better than the pre- 
scribed standard may be regarded as enjoy- 
ing an ephemeral advantage; except. of 
course. where the advantage results from 
exceptionally wide streets, road junctions 
or open spaces dedicated to the public in 
perpetuity. The supply of urban building 
sites is severely limited, and their value is 
correspondingly high, often fabulous. Tn 
consequence, anv urban building which 
does not make tHe fullest permissible use 
of its site is likely to be rebuilt and raised 
sooner rather than later. 

On the other hand, the speedy rebuilding 
and lowering to the specified standard of 
unlawfully obstructive existing urban 
buildings is highly improbable. <A recent 
Town Planning Act has deprived the owner 
of anv such building of his one-time right 
to rebuild at any time to the original 
dimensions—a concession to vested inter- 
ests about as logical as issuing additional 
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food coupons to anyone who could prove 
that he had been greedy before the war. 
Such buildings are, therefore, likely to 
remain as long as they will stand up, pos- 
sibly for centuries. 

The designer can, therefore, arrange and 
proportion his windows to conten with 
future permissible or present excessive ob- 
struction, whichever is the worst. 

Shortly before the war an influential 
Joint Committee of the British Section of 
the League of Nations Health Organisation, 
which was studying conditions of health 
and comfort in housing, co-opted represen- 
tatives of various Government ‘Deeert- 
ments and medical and professional insti- 
tutions, and issued a detailed report on 
town-planning regulations to restrict over- 
building and-secure adequate light and air. 
This report implemented and extended a 
suggestion made by the Science Committee 
of the R.I.B.A. in 1932° that it was not 


practicable for such restrictions to be iden- 
tical in all classes of locality, following the 
common-sense principle of the Court of 
Appeal already quoted. 

The report reviews the modern technique 
of measuring and predetermining natural 
lighting, illustrates practical short cuts, 
and considers methods of defining standards 
of amenity and implementing them by 
practical bye-laws, with due regard to pos- 
sible difficulties in administration, such as 
would occur along the contiguous bound- 
aries of localities subject to different 
degrees of restriction, and suggests forms 
which such bye-laws might take. 

After publication i in the Journal R.I.B.A. 
(Oct. 16, 1937), it was reprinted and pub- 
lished in pamphlet form.’ 


Restrictions on Overbuilding. 
The principle of varying restrictions 
with locality, and of combining limitations 
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of height with permissible angles of ob- 
struction, in place of the old meaningless 
criterion of angles only, is embodied in the 
only town-planning scheme of restrictions 
on overbuilding published before the war. 
This was a draft scheme by the L.C.C. for 
two London boroughs conveniently situ- 
ated to comprise between them a sufficient 
range of localities, varying from heavy 
riverside industry to open suburbs, to con- 
stitute a useful cross-section of the huge 
total area under L.C.C. control for town 
planning. This published scheme indicated 
the general policy of the Council in the 
administration of their Interim Develop- 
ment powers under the 1932 Act in order to 
enable an architect to estimate with close 
accuracy the ultimate conditions of obstruc- 
tion to which any building in the L.C.C. 
area would be subjected, and to design the 
windows accordingly. 

The scheme * is available in printed form 
with two large-scale Ordnance maps 
coloured to indicate clearly the boundaries 
of the different classes ef locality subject 
io the varying degrees of permissible ob- 
struction stipulated in the letterpress, and 
the L.C.C. has prepared a simple compo- 
site diagram upon which all the different 
degrees of permissible obstruction are con- 
veniently collated. 

A reproduction of this diagram was pub- 
lished, with the consent of the L.C.C., in 
the Journal R.I.B.A. for March, 1942 
(p. 81), with a covering letter which sug- 
gested that the whole scheme of varying 
restrictions is so simple that any non-tech- 
nical member of any town-planning com- 
mittee could, if armed with a print of the 
scheme, its accompanying maps, the dia- 
gram, an Ordnance map of his or her own 
district, and some coloured chalks, produce 
in a day or two a similar draft scheme 
which would at least be worthy of con- 
sideration. 

Needless to say, the proper time for thus 
following the excellent example of the 
L..C.C. is not when local councils are pre- 
occupied with countless post-war problems, 
but now. 

The difficulty is that no publication of 
any kind is available to indicate, or even 
to give the faintest idea, to any amateur 
or professional town planner as to what 
effect is involved by any given degree of 
permissible obstruction. 

It is, therefore. suggested that this might 
most convincingly be conveyed by plans 
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of typical well-known interiors, such as a 
suburban living room and kitchen, a 
Georgian drawing room and a moderti 
elementary school classroom fully con- 
toured, as in Figs. 6 and 7, to represent the 
effect of different degrees of permissible 
obstruction, and each degree illustrated by 
a photograph inside a model and obstruc- 
tion to scale, all the photographs being 
exposed under identical conditions of 
lighting, and developed and printed with 
all necessary precautions to ensure that 
they are truly comparable. 

It is no easy matter, under present war 
conditions, for any private investigator, 
working alone without any official assist- 
ance, to obtain the necessary exact scale 
models and duly authenticated photo- 
graphs; but the writer is hopeful of being 
able to complete and publish such a series 
at a date not too far distant.

PEP FPtanninc broadsheet No. 224, 
dealing with Location of Employment, 
points out the dangers of geographical 
specialisation in industry, and emphasises 
the fact that a country, or part of a 
country, that possesses many industries is 
far better placed to ‘‘ ride the storms of 
economic change’’ than one which pos- 
sesses only one of a few types of industry 
or agriculture. The conclusion reached ‘s 
that a satisfactory variety of industry and 
occupation can usually only be provided 
for a group of communities, and not, as 
town planners have often suggested, for 
each community separately, and therefore, 
in the case of some communities, it may 
be better to improve its communications 
with other places than to. try to bring 
industry within the borders of the com- 
munity.

Following on such a ‘“‘standardisa- 

tion,’ could not the Ministry of Works 
prepare a ‘‘ schedule of measured items of 
work ’’ for domestic type of construction 
and agree three sets of equitable rates 
with the building trade federations and 
the surveyors’ institutes, based upon the 
basic hourly wage scales referred to above? 
Materials could be given basic values, 
delivered to site. 

The ‘‘ schedule of prices ’’ thus evolved 
for work from foundation concrete on- 
wards, should be accepted by the feder- 
ated members of the building industry 
as the price to be paid by the Govern- 
ment (through local authorities) for the 
construction of the post war permanent 
housing programme. 

This would enable the local authorities 
to produce plans (very important!) and 
place contracts with local builders, ac- 
cording to their capacity, without undue 
delay, and the actual measurement could 
be done from the drawings by appointed 
quantity surveyors during the progress of 
the works. 

Should ‘‘direction’’ of labour - still 
apply, the payment of subsistence, travel- 
jing time to and from site, travelling ex- 
penses and period fares of ‘‘directed”’ . 
operatives and the differences in rates of 
wages of operatives from higher rated 
areas should be undertaken by the Minis- 
try of Labour, thus avoiding (in part at 
least) the cumbersome ‘“‘ Variation of 
Wages”’ condition in contracts, which is 
a bugbear to all concerned. 

The variation of basic costs of materials 
is a comparatively simple undertaking.

Vacancies for Architects. 
To THe Epiror or The Builder. 

Srr,—I am indeed surprised that plain 
statements of fact should bring forth such 
a letter as that written by Mr. Leonard 
Cecil Howitt in The Builder of September 
15 on the above subject. 

Mr. Howitt considers my letter of Sep- 
tember 1 to be cynical, disputes my presen- 
tation of figures, and makes a completely 
unfounded assumption regarding my archi- 
tectural status, 

The Oxford dictionary gives the defini- 
tion of cynica] as being ‘‘ given to tearing 
the veil from human weaknesses.”’ If the 
veil be covering the human weakness of 
requiring that candidates for architectural 
appointments be Associate Members of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, then 
I am indeed cynical, though, no doubt, 
not in the sense that Mr. Howitt would 
imply. . 

It was in order to illustrate this human 
frailty that the fact was stated that out 
of, roughly, 15,000 architects on the 
Register, only around 4,500 were 
A.R.I.B.A.s. Reference to the R.I.B.A. 
Kalendar and the Register of Architects 
will show there is no deception whatever 
in these figures, and even if Mr, Howitt 
calls the 2,000 (approx.) F.R.I.B.A.s to 
his aid (so many of whom have passed 
nothing more than the nominal transfer 
examination from the unexamined Licen- 
tiate class, and cannot therefore be reason- 
ably classified as qualified by examina- 
tion), the general situation remains un- 
altered—namely, that a minority of, 
roughly, one-third are qualified by exam- 
ination, leaving a majority of, roughly, 
two-thirds qualified by experience. If the 
public are to be led to believe, by biased 
advertisements supported by such arro- 
- views as those expressed by Mr. 

owitt and his colleagues, that only one- 
third of the profession are competent to 
take posts of responsibility, then surely a 
grave state of deception must exist. 

The insinuation that I claim all Regis- 
tered Architects to be equally competent 
is a gross misrepresentation of my state- 
ment that the public could refer with im- 
punity to the Register of Architects. Obvi- 
ously the degree of competency of the 
architects on the Register varies from the 
minimum required by the Registration 
Council to the maximum acquired by any 
individua] effort after qualification for 
registration. 

Commendable as the examination system 


may be, it must not be forgotten that . 


such architects of the past as Wren, 
Chambers, Adam and Jones were not pre- 
ducts of the examination system, but were 
nevertheless sound and competent archi- 
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tects. I rather think, too, that more than 
one of the leading architects of the pre- 
sent generation are qualified solely by 
experience, 

Mr. Howitt looks forward to the time 
when only the passing of an examination 
will produce an architect, but, personally, 
in agreement with ‘‘ Phildee’’ in his 
‘* Examinations and Experience’”’ (7'he 


Builder dated September 8), I feel that 
the architectural profession is more in 
need of experienced masters of their craft 
of Mr. H. G. C. 
(The

Spencely’s ‘‘ belettered 
Builder, September 15). 
Finally, I observe from the R.I.B.A. 
Kalendar that in 1922 Mr. Leonard Cecil 
Howitt, then no doubt a man in his early 
twenties, was a ‘‘ belettered novice,’’ who 
styled himself A.R.I.B.A., B.Arch. Dip. 
P.A. (Liverpool). May I ask him to state 
what actual building work he had been 
responsible for at that date, or why a 
similar young man to-day should be given 
preference for responsible appointments to 
the exclusion of many an older and more 
widely experienced unlettered Registered 
Architect? The problem seems to resolve 
itself into one of social snobbery and finan- 
cial greed on the part of a minority under 
the cloak of ‘‘ technical qualifications.”’

Repair of War-Damaged Premises. 
To tHe Epitor or The Builder. 

Srr,—In your issue of September 22, Mr. 
Tom Braddock states, ‘‘ On top of this 
the builder gets a comprehensive fee for 
overheads and profit.” He wishes to 
know what we are grumbling about, and 
we shall be pieased to give him an 
example of a few methods adopted by the 
Ministry and local authorities under the 
Ministry of Health contract which will 
answer his question. 

In one urban district in the South a 
local builder has been appointed as the 
area leader. The area leader receives 
orders from the local authority for all 
first-aid work in the urban area, and the 
area leaders directs the local builders 
where to send their workmen, who work 
directly under the area leader’s orders. 
Let us consider what has happened to the 
builders in this area. 

In pre-war days a few firms employed, 
on an average, over 20 or 30 men a week; 
other builders employed fewer than 10. 
The area leader has been selected from the 
latter group. During the first years of 
the war the builders lost their men either 
to the Services or by direction to other 
parts of the country, and the average 
number of employees was reduced to five 
men or less, 

The urban area referred to unfortu- 
nately suffered heavy damage from enemy 
action, and the Ministry of Health con- 
tract commenced to operate under the 
area leader appointed, and under his 
direction. What is the position now? 
The local builders still have five (or fewer) 
men, but the area leader (who had fewer 
than 10 men in pre-war days) has now 
over 20 men, probably 30. 

The overheads of the builders in the 
area have not decreased. The large firms 
still have rates and taxes on large yards 
and premises, their plant is commandeered 
and used; one builder’s woodworking 
machinery is standing idle. They find 
that a smaller builder is drawing the per- 
centage for overheads and profit on a large 
number of men, whilst the larger builder 
is working at a loss through the percen- 
tage on a small number of men. 

The position is likely to grow worse. 
The Government’s White Paper on de- 
mobilisation states the builders’ men will 
have priority of release in (Group B) and 
wil] be directed to the building industry. 
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The White Paper, as we read it, places the 
direction of the men released in the hands 
of the Ministry of Labour, and does not 
allow for the return of these released men 
to-their original employers. The released 
men may be sent anywhere in the country 
by the direction of the Ministry. In the 
area referred to the Ministry of Labour 
will doubtless follow its past methods and 
direct men. to the area leader. Therefore 
the area leader’s personnel will increase, 
and so will his income for overheads; the 
others and larger builders will be left with 
their present smal] number of employees, 
with continued loss and with their greater 
overheads in rates, maintenance costs, and 
other items. 

The Ministry of Works and Mr. Trus- 
tram Eve are urging the local authorities 
to proceed with the repair to war-damaged 
premises. The local authorities will con- 
tinue the area system and the builders will 
have no option under the Priority Order 
but to send their men to the area leader. 
The area leader continues with a large 
number of men, and can reach his over- 
heads and make a good profit, one far 

reater than his pre-war ability to earn. 

he other builders cannot reach their pre- 
war strength; their plant, their organising 
ability, their experience count for nought 
and are a loss to the general public, whilst 
in some cases those who were little more 
than decorators pre-war will control and 
receive good profits for the work. 

Is it not time that builders took action 
against these area and group schemes? 
We shall never produce the quantity of 
work: required under local government 
and area or group control. Bureaucratic 
office methods are too cloying, and all too 
frequently the men at the top in these 
schemes know the least.

The Painting of Buildings. 
To tHe Epiror or The Builder. 

Str,—My Association has had under 
consideration the Report of the Painting 
of Buildings Committee, which has re- 
cently been published. 

The Report contains the following state- 
ment with regard to the painting of 
exteriors :— : 

‘*On exterior surfaces where protection 
is the chief consideration, the efficiency of 
spraying is open to question, as the paint 
simply falls lightly over the surface and 
does not penetrate into joints, etc., where 
the protection is most needed and which 
can receive attention in brush application.” 

There is no doubt whatsoever that spray- 
applied paint penetrates to a far greater 
degree than is possible in cases where the 
paint is applied by brush; this is especially 
so as regards joints, etc., to which 
reference is made in the Report. 

The fact that the penetrating powers of 
spraying have for a long time past been 
almost universally, recognised throughout 
the building and other industries does not 
make it any easier for the members of my 
Association to conceive how so serious 4 
mis-statement came to be made by a com- 
mittee so constituted. 

My Association is taking this matter up 
with the Ministry of Works and has re- 
quested them to take the necessary steps 
to correct this mis-statement. My Associa- 
tion has offered to demonstrate scientifically 
to the committee the incorrectness of the 
statement contained in their Report. 

T am, sir, instructed to request you lo 
publish this letter in your journal in order 
that your readers may not be left under 
any misapprehension as to the properties of 
spray-applied paints.

Is 
there a difficult letter to write? It is at 
once couched in dignified, firm and diplo- 
matic terms. Of this I can speak with 
personal. knowledge. If any member has 
a difficulty and telephones to Mr. Rudder- 
ham, we can all say that he listens atten- 
tively, considers carefully and advises with 
conviction. 

‘We have been extraordinarily fortu- 
nate in having Mr. Rudderham to guide 
our counsels and direct our decisions, And 
we are not the only people who recognise 
it. Government Departments, local 
authorities, the operatives—all connected 
with the building industry in London— 
know and respect Mr, Rudderham. Long 
may he be spared to continue his work and 
our work.” 

The following Past Presidents of the 
L.M.B.A. also paid tribute to Mr. 
Rudderham : Mr. Ernest J. Brown—1903, 
Mr. F. J. Gayer—1920, Sir George M. 
Burt—1921, Mr. Henry T. Holloway— 
1924, Mr. A. H. Adamson—1927, Mr. 
R. L. Roberts—1928, Mr. G. W. Buchanan 
—1931, Mr. F. W. Stratton—1934, Mr. 
J. H. Roof—1935, Major Leslie Shingle- 
ton—1937, Major F. A. Wallis—1939, Mr. 
H. B. Kerr—1940, Mr. Clifford C. Trollope 
—1941, and Mr. W. E. Rice—1942. 

Mr. V. T. Sutston, who with Mr. 
Rudderham is Joint Honorary Secretary of 
the London Regional Committee, the 
London branch of the National Joint 
Council for the Building Industry, also 
associated himself with the presentation. 
As representative of the operatives, he 
said, he had known Mr. Rudderham for 
most of his secretaryship, and he knew in 
what high regard he was held by the build- 
ing trade operatives of London.

function and joining in the congratula- 
tions to Mr. Rudderham were read to the 
meeting, as well as a telegram from Mr. 
George Hicks, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Works. 

In handing over the cigarette box to Mr. 
Rudderham, Mr. Hartanp said that as 
they could not have a cake with 25 candles 
—one for every year—they had collected 
25 boxes of matches from members of the 
Council to ensure that he should not lack 
light when he smoked the cigarettes. 

In acknowledging the gifts, Mr. Rupprr- 
HAM said that joy in his work had sustained 
him throughout the years. For a quarter 
of a century the L.M.B.A. had been part 
of-his being.

Sulston as a Trade Union representative 
had associated himself with it. 
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REPLANNING THE CITY OF 
LONDON 
MR. FORTY’S ADDRESS TO HOUSING 
CENTRE. 


Ar a meeting of the Housing Centre, 
held at 13, Suffolk-street, S.W.1, on 
September 19, Mr. F. J. Forry (City 
Engineer, Corporation of London) spoke on 
a report which has been presented to the 
Court of Common Council] by its Improve- 
ments and Town. Planning Committee. 
Plans illustrative of the Committee’s pro- 
posals were on the walls and were referred 
to by the lecturer. Mr. E. J. Honzanp 
presided, and in introducing Mr. Forty 
to the audience said these were draft 
proposals for post-war planning, and more 
a study of the problem in all its aspects 
than a detailed plan for its solution. 

The lecturer said the plans were sugges- 
tions for reconstructing areas that had been 
badly devastated, together with other areas 
that would probably have been dealt with 
even if there had been no destruction. A 
report presented to the Common Council 
in 1936 had included certain. proposals as 
to.the use of land, height of buildings and 
traffic flow. In 1937 the Greater London 
Highway Development Survey had sug- 
gested a ring road, and in the present 
report this had been adopted with modifi- 
cations, 

Mr. Forty showed on the plans the 
various proposals now made. One was for 
a road starting at Holborn Viaduct and 
striking north-east across devastated land 
to Aldersgate-street. There a large traffic 
roundabout was suggested. Passing north 
of St. Giles Church, which with its garden 
it was hoped to restore, the intended road 
went. along Fore-street to Moorgate-street, 
where there was another roundabout. Then 
south of Finsbury Circus to Bishopsgate. 
There another roundabout, and then along 
Houndsditch and the Minories to Tower- 
hill. Here the existing gardens would be 
merged into a larger open space, and at 
the same time. there would be a properly 
worked out connection with L.C.C. traffic. 
The ring road continued east to west from 
the Tower to Blackfriars. Between the 
Tower and London Bridge there were 
wharves and quays which must be retained. 
These were used by seagoing ships, but 
above London Bridge most of the traffic 
was by smaller craft, and it was possible 
to consider variations from the policy of 
complete retention of wharfage space. 
Accordingly a road had been contemplated 
from London Bridge to Blackfriars made 
on an embankment on land reclaimed from 
the bed of the river. On the north side of 
this embankment would be lagoons wherein 
barges could lie, reaching the lagoons 
by tunnels beneath the embankment. But 
this proposal had not been adopted because 
it was thought the consequent narrowing 
of the stream would increase the scour 
that tended to undermine the bridges. 
Another proposal was for a road along 
Thames-street to a point where the river 
widened out below Blackfriars Bridge. 
There an embankment would be made. 
This plan did not make lagoons or give 
any facilities for wharfage. It would inter- 
fere with a large and nearly new building 
at the head of Southwark Bridge. <A third 
proposal was for an embankment from 
Blackfriars to a point on the foreshore 
determined by extending southwards the 
axis of the transepts of St. Paul’s. 
Thence the traffic travelled along Upper 
Thames: street as far as Queen-street-place, 
where a roundabout was established. By 
whatever route traffic passed from the 
Tower to Blackfriars, an embankment was 
proposed for part or all of the way. 

The lecturer showed by a diagram how 
enormously the city traffic had grown 
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between 1904 and 1935..-A very consider- 
able part of this, he said, was through 
traffic, and it was hoped that lorry drivers 
and others would prefer the new arterial 
road 80 ft. wide to those passing through 
the city. 

In planning new roads or widening exist- 
ing ones, it was not possible to ignore 
underground services. Under every street 
there were sewers and mains for: electricity, 
gas and water, besides hydraulic mains, 
railways and subways. It was proposed to 
carry out a great deal of widening, but not 
to any great width. 

With regard to St. Paul’s, the clearance 
from the river up to the southern transept 
would give the vista of the cathedral of 
which everybody admitted the desira- 
bility. All present were familiar with the 
proposal for terracing from the Thames 
up to the higher ground on which the 
building stood, and this would be a very 
fine scheme if carried out. At the west 
end of St. Paul’s it was proposed to estab- 
lish another clearance. With regard to the 
east end, by widening St. Paul’s Church- 
yard this would be made suitable for 
traffic, and at the same time a view would 
be given of the cathedral. On the axis of 
the north transept it was proposed to have 
a clearance joining with Newgate-street. 
This would not be a traffic road, but 
would be kept for pedestrians, and might 
on occasion be used as a ceremonial way. 

The primary factor in determining the 
height of buildings surrounding St. Paul’s, 
apart from restrictions under the London 
Building Act, was that their height 
should be related to views of the dome. 
That feature of the city skyline must be 
preserved, and, according to the propo- 
sals now made, there would be no build- 
ing with a cornice height of more than 
60 ft. within at-least 100 ft. of the cathe- 
dral. 

With regard to railways, Mr. , Forty 
said that before the war about half a 
million people came daily to the city, and 
the Corporation could not contemplate 
any reduction of facilities’; but if propo- 
sals could be made which did not conflict 
with this axiom they would be considered. 


Discussion. 

In reply to a’ question the lecturer 
said he would not be prepared to waste 
existing underground services, or destroy 
buildings with many years of useful life, 
merely to get a wider road or better view. 

Mr, Kent said the proposed ring road 
had so many roundabouts that he doubted 
whether lorry drivers would use it. There 
was very little green in the City of Lon- 
don; the present opportunity to increase 
open space should not be missed.—MR. 
Forty replied that the principle of estab- 
lishing small open spaces was well to the 
fore in the mind of the Corporation, but 
it was unlikely anything in the nature of 
a park would be established. 

Mr. J. Bunce said, with regard to the 
proposed embankment, if the Thames was 
barred and thereby made tideless there 
would be no scour. 

Mr. Mounpy said the County of London 
plan provided for reducing the population 
of the centre of London, but the Corpora- 
tion plan envisaged a similar population to 
that before the war.—The lecturer replied 
that the view of the Committee was that 
commerce was the primary function of the 
city, and this function should be main- 
tained to at least the same intensity as 
had existed before the war. It was con- 
sidered that when redeveloped the popu- 
lation would be equal to what it had been. 

In reply to questions by other members 
of the audience, he added that the possi- 
bility of residential flats within the city 
boundaries or near them was contem- 
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plated. --Such flats--would be convenient 
for post office and other workers. Cheap- 
side had been the main centre of city 
shopping and it was hoped it would 
revive; but the bringing of people from 
the West End to shop in the City was 
not contemplated. There was no allocation 
of space for theatres or cinemas, but it 
might be possible in redevelopment to 
plan for a cinema. 

Mr. Bunce said that in the beginning of 
the replanning period some mention had 
been made of a civic centre to be behind 
the Guildhall.—Mr. Forry replied that in 
his original proposal he had said it might 
be possible to develop the area north of 
the Guildhall as a centre in which might 
be erected city offices, and possibly a com- 
mon livery hall also for the use of City 
companies whose halls had been destroyed. 


LONDON’S ORDEAL 
MR. WILLINK ON FLYING-BOMB 
DAMAGE. 


Some details of the damage done during 
the recent flying-bomb attack on London 
were given by Mr. Henry Willink, 
Minister of Health, who was the guest of 
honour at a luncheon of the London 
Rotary Club held last Wednesday week 
at the Connaught Rooms. Mr. W. E. 
Rice, President of the Club, occupied the 
chair. 

Dealing with the damage to house pro- 
perty, Mr. WILLINnK said :— 

““There was'a period during the first 
fortnight of the flying-bomb attack when 
practically half of the houses that had 
been ‘blitzed’ and damaged had not 
even had the ‘field dressing,’ which was 
all that we could attempt to do during 
this battle. At the end of that first fort- 
night something like 400,000 houses in the 
London region had been damaged, and 
200,000 had not as yet had anything done 
to them at all. That was a situation of 
great anxiety. Then, in the early days 
of July, this great city, as in the days of 
the ‘blitz,’ got into its stride in a most 
magnificent way. 
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‘‘There were flying bombs that each 
destroyed or damaged as many: as 1,500 
houses ; quite a number that destroyed or 
damaged as many as 1,000. Indeed, the 
average was over 400 houses per bomb 
throughout the London region. Every 
hour during those first ten weeks, 700 
houses were destroyed or damaged in 
London and Greater London. 

‘During the ten months of the ‘ blitz’ 
of 1940 and 1941, 200,000 people used our 
rest centres, which are available to home- 
less people. During the ten weeks of the 
flying-bomb attack the number was 98,000 
—practically half in a quarter of the 
period. Property was requisitioned for 
the rehousing of no fewer than 50,000 
people, and 57,000 were billeted. 

** During the ‘ blitz’ the head of build- 
ing labour never got above 40,000. We 
started in June with approximately 
21,000; this was worked up to 60,000 on 
housing repairs and 15,000 on other build- 
ing work. More labour is needed and it 
will be forthcoming. But it leaves a 
problem of urgency and difficulty whici 
really cannot be exaggerated during these 
coming months. 

““Our people in London have suffered 
terribly under this attack. The capital 
city of the Empire has a special burden 
by reason of this attack in relation to the 
rest of the country. We are going to do 
everything in our power to see that as 
many tolerable homes as possible are 
created for the people of London in the 
coming months. I believe that there is 
not a citizen of London who has not his 
part to play in, this great work. It will 
call for the finest organisation; it will 
call for unselfishness because it is a case 
of ‘fair do’s’ all round. 

‘“*T am glad to say that yesterday I had 
a most helpful conference with represen- 
tatives of the whole area—with Sir 
Malcolm Eve on my right hand. If we 
set our hands to this task with deter- 
mination I know that London will get 
into its stride on this as on every other 
matter.”’ 

Mr. Rice proposed a vote of thanks 
to the Minister, which was heartily ac- 
corded. 


PORTABLE ELECTRIC TOOLS 


A TECHNICAL FILM. 

A PREVIEW of a technical film recently 
completed by Messrs. Black and Decker, 
Ltd., of Harmondsworth, showing appli- 
cations and certain production processes 
in the manufacture of portable electric 
tools, was given last week in a private 
theatre in Film House, Wardour Street. 

Applications of portable electric tools 
in varying industries have been built 
into a background story which opens in 
a railway carriage scene in which there 
are a number of men and women about 
to proceed on a _ journey to the 
north. By a “coincidence” a member 
of the firm’s technical staff is making 
the same journey in the carriage and 
offers to explain how portable electric 
tools are manufactured and the care that 
is given to all components, particularly 
the motor, and the film switches to the 
firm’s factory at Harmondsworth, where 
various processes in manufacture are 
covered. The factory production shots 
are broken up by flashbacks to the rail- 
way carriage scene and outside applica- 
tions of portable electric tools are inter- 
spersed as described by each member of 
the party. The industries covered are 
shipbuilding, rail wagon repairs, con- 
tractors’ plant for the building trades, 
automobile engine overhaul, aircraft 
components, wood working, and light 
metal working. 

The duration of the film is approxi- 
mately 20 minutes, the length 1,950 feet 
(35 mm.), and it is part direct sound 
and part synchronised. 
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PROBLEMS BEFORE THE 
INDUSTRY 


MR. GEORGE HICKS’S SPEECH TO 
FEDERATION OF MASTER BUILDERS. 


Tue statement that with better organisa- 
tion and more up-to-date tools, building 
trade operatives could develop their 
capacity and their earning power as never 
before, was made by Mr. Georce Hicks, 
M.P., Parliamentary Secretary, M.O.W., 
who deputised as guest of honour for Lorp 
Porta (Minister of Works), at a quarterly 
lunch of the Federation of Master Builders 
at the Connaught Rooms on September 20. 
The President, Mr. Charles Boot, J.P., 
was in the chair. 

The building industry (said Mr. Hicks) 
would be faced very soon with a problem 
which was almost on the same scale as 
the problem of producing new armaments 
after Dunkirk. Operative factors were :— 

(a) There was an immediate need for 
1,000,000 new houses. 

(b) Several hundred thousand houses 
and other buildings had been damaged by 
enemy action. 

(c) For five years, maintenance work 
had been more or less suspended. 

(d) The Education Act which was due 
to come into force next Spring could not 
operate without a large number of new 
school buildings. 

(e) Damaged and _ destroyed shops, 
offices and factories would need to be re- 
instated to enable work to be carried on 
or resumed. 

(/) Thousands of new buildings would 
be required to enable our export industries 
to take their place in the world’s markets. 

(g) Many thousands of new houses and 
farm buildings would be needed if we were 
to continue to produce food from our own 
rv with a normal peace time rural labour 
orce. 


The Size of the Industry. 

After quoting the figures for damage by 
the fly-bombs, Mr. Hicks continued :— 

“‘ Fortunately, the building industry 
‘was wise enough to look ahead and make 
plans for its reinforcement after the war. 
The industry and the Government have 
taken steps to build up industry from the 
present strength of 380,000 to a full post- 
war strength of 1,250,000. The increase as 
compared with the pre-war industry is 25 
per cent, The increase on the present in- 
dustry is roughly 240 per cent. This 
gigantic increase requires elaborate plans 
for recruitment and training. These plans 
are ready. 

‘* Even then, there will be too much 
work for the industry. Everything must 
be done to make the industry more effi- 
cient through better organisation and 
education, through standardisation and the 
use of more modern tools.” 


Mr. Hicks then detailed some of the 
work done by his Ministry in the prepara- 
tion for the necessary technical informa- 
tion for post-war building, and stated that 
in order to demonstrate the most promis- 
ing of the alternative materials and 
methods, the Government had built a 
number of demonstration houses on a@ site 
at Northolt, specially set aside for the 
purpose. 

The objects aimed at were :— 

(a) To save total man-hours on site in 
all trades, skilled and unskilled (that was 
done for example in @ steel frame house 
with prefabricated plumbing unit). 

(b) To avoid the use of specific materials 
and classes of skilled labour which in 
certain places might be temporarily in 
short supply ; that was done, for example, 
in houses built of different kinds of 
concrete. 
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Industrial Efficiency. 

‘‘Technical knowledge,’ added the 
speaker, ‘‘is important, but it will not 
help unless the whole industry is deter- 
mined to make the best use of its resources. 
The efficiency of the industry depends on 
the effort and work of the men engaged in 
it. First, every available man in the in- 
dustry must be fully employed. This has 
never happened yet in the long history of 
the building industry. If we can abolish 
the evil of enforced idleness which was 
rampant before the war, we shall be in- 
creasing the effective strength of the in- 
dustry by 25 per cent., so that with the 
25 per cent. increase in total numbers we 
should have an industry 50 per cent. 
stronger than it was in 1939. 

‘Second, the building operatives have 
never, in the past, shrunk from putting 
forth their best efforts. The lower cost of 
houses during the 10 years before the war 
proves this. But a new generation will be 
entering the industry during the next few 
years, and if it is possible for these men to 
do better than their Sg mapameere: then the 
necessary stimulus will be provided by full 
employment which their fathers never 
knew. 

‘‘Third, the workers understand the 
need and are willing to play their part, but 
they cannot do so unless the management 
side provide the necessary facilities. The 
men know that with better organisation 
and more up-to-date tools they can develop 
their capacity and their earning power in 
a way in which it has never been developed 
before.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Hicks said that the 
country was in need of the builders’ 
thought and consideration as to how they 
cout fit into a great national organisation 
—not employers only, but architects, sur- 
veyors, materials producers, builders and 
operatives. 

The Presipent said that the post-war 
period was gravely troubling thinking men 
in the industry who had watched the 
events of the past five years. ‘‘It has 
been manifest,’’ he declared, ‘‘ that de- 
partmental control and regulation has 
often hampered more than helped, that 
output has lowered and that costs have in- 
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creased ; the industry has been bound ana 
fettered, and enterprise has been largely 
suppressed. We must frankly say,’’ con- 
tinued the President, ‘‘ that we do not like 
the contemplated departure from proved 
materials and methods. We are not con- 
vinced that this is necessary. If bunga- 
lows are called for, we can build them in 
permanent materials as speedily as they 
can be built by the steel industry, and if 
a little more time should be taken in 
building two-storeyed houses, or in build- 
ing ‘ four in a block,’ as is greatly favoured 
in Scotland, the very limited extra time 
will be well compensated by greater bene- 
fits to the tenants of houses and in lessened 
calls upon the national exchequer.’’ In 
all such work the small builders could take 
a great part. 


A Call for Unity. 


He had read Mr. Adams’s inspiring 
speechi to the A.U.B.T.W. calling for unity 
among building operatives, but he (the 
President) wanted a wider unity. ‘‘ My 
predecessor in this presidential office spent 
much time and effort upon the matter, 
and my first task upon becoming Presi- 
dent was to take it up with the National 
Federation. I wrote a fetter outlining ideas 
which would have definitely cleared the 
way, and I met the President of the Lon- 
don Master Builders’ Association, Mr. 
Harland, and in a heart-to-heart talk we 
reached an understanding which appeared 
to promise all we desired. Nothing, so 
far, has come of it, but Mr. Harland re- 
cently wrote that, in his view, my pro- 
posals would ‘ go a long way to meeting 
the needs of the whole industry for the 
future,’ so the door remains open. But,”’ 
added Mr. Boot, ‘‘ while we are very ready 
and willing to work in close co-operation 
with other sections of the industry, in all 
essentials, we do insist that our organisa- 
tion as now established is doing an im- 
portant work and should continue to main- 
tain its separate identity.” 

In conclusion, the President said : ‘‘ The 
entire industry, master and men, is await- 
ing a lead from the Minister of Works. 
It stands ready to give an outstanding 
effort to the utmost limit of its resources. 
If that lead is forthcoming, I am quite 
certain that the industry can speedily 
organise itself to meet every demand upon 
it ” 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Hicks was pro- 
posed by Mr. R. B. Bucknall, who said 
that the Federation of Master Builders 
realised not only its opportunities, but its 
obligations and responsibilities, and were 
ready to co-operate with all sections of the 
industry in giving the people of Great 
Britain the buildings they wanted. They 
realised that some controls were necessary 
after the war, but felt that the advice and 
experience of the industry should be 
sought as to what controls were necessary. 
‘*In short,’’ he declared, “‘ we ask the 
right to play the leading part in the 
organisation of our own industry to meet 
the calls ahead.” 


Timber Trade: All Parties’ Meeting. 


“In view of the great interest and 
anxiety now aroused in the timber trade 
and its allied industries concerning the 
post-war timber position,” the chairman 
of the Timber Development Association 
(Mr. Bryan Latham) has summoned a 
conference of all parties concerned to 
take place at No. 2 Committee Room, 
the London Chamber of Commerce, 69, 
Cannon-street, London, E.C.4, on Wed- 
nesday, October 25, at 2.15 pm. The 
object of the meeting is described as 
“to launch a national campaign to fre- 
store timber to its rightful place as a 
vital raw material in the approaching 
period of reconstruction.” 
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RELEASE FROM THE 
SERVICES 
POSITION OF BUILDING TRADE 
WORKERS. 


Last week the Government announced 
its plan for the ‘‘ Re-allocation of man- 
power between the Armed Forces and 
civilian employment orig | any interim 
period between the defeat of Germany and 
the defeat of Japan.”’ 

In this it is stated that general demobili- 
sation, either of the Armed Forces or of 
war industry, cannot take place until the 
end of the war against the Axis Powers 
and their total defeat throughout the 
world. The plan set out in this paper is 
framed on the basis that the war against 
the Axis Powers is one war and that 
hostilities will first end in Europe, and it 
relates solely to the interim period between 
the defeat of Germany and the defeat of 
Japan. It is governed by the paramount 
consideration that there can be no break 
in the war effort after hostilities cease in 
Europe and that in association with the 
other Allied Powers at war with Japan 
there must be the maximum deployment of 
the forces needed to bring complete and 
final victory at the earliest possible 
moment. 

It follows that in the interim period the 
problem. will not be one of demobilisation 
but of re-allocation of man-power between 
the Forces and industry in order best to 
provide for the requirements of the 
changed situation. 

As an essential part of this re-allocation 
of man-power, it will be necessary to con- 
tinue the compulsory recruitment of men 
for the Forces in order to bring relief to 
the men who have served for long periods 
and enable more of them to return to their 
homes. It will also be necessary to main- 
tain the requisite control over industry 
and labour during the interim period in 
which there will continue to be heavy and 
over-riding demands for munitions of war 
and other essential production. 

Until the requirements for the continua- 
tion of the war against Japan and for the 
garrisoning of occupied countries are 
finally known, it is impossible to determine 
precisely the,level at which the Armed 
Forces will have to be maintained in the 
interim period. It is clear, however, that, 
taking the Armed Forces as a whole, re- 
allocation between them and industry will 
be possible on a substantial scale, although 
the rate of re-allocation must differ as 
between the three Services. Re-allocation 
must be governed by two main prin- 
ciples :— 

(a) military requirements must over-ride 
all other considerations ; and 

(b) the arrangements for the release of 
men from the Forces must be such as will 
be readily understood and accepted as fair 
by the Forces and must not be too compli- 
cated for practical application. 


Release or Transfer from the Forces. 

The Government adhere to the view that 
a fair and reasonable scheme can best be 
secured on the basis of release according 
to age and length of service, but they 
recognise that it will also be necessary to 
make a limited provision for certain urgent 
work of reconstruction on which a begin- 
ning must be made in the interim period. 
The plan accordingly provides for two 
separate methods of selecting men for 
return from the Forces. Those selected 
according to age and length of service will 
form one class (Class A), and those selected 
on account of their qualifications for urgent 
reconstruction work will form a second 
class (Class B) ; these classes are separately 
dealt with below. 

It must be clearly understood that no 
man will be released or transferred from 
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the Forces if his retention is considered 
necessary on military grounds, though the 
Services will make every effort to release 
men in their turn in whatever theatre of 
war they may be serving. 

Men due for release or transfer from the 
Forces will be given an opportunity to 
volunteer for a further period of service. 


Class A. 

The number of releases in Class A will 
correspond to the reduction in the strength 
of the Forces and will be increased in 
consequence of the calling up of further 
new recruits. Men will be released by 
release groups based on a combination of 
age and length of war service, except that 
men of 50 years of age and over will be 
treated as a priority class to be released if 
they so desire before other men. In 
general, war service means whole-time ser- 
vice in the Armed Forces since September 
3, 1939, which counts for Service pay. 
Owing, however, to military considera- 
tions, release will necessarily proceed at 


-different rates in the different Services. 


It will be necessary in some Services to 
deal separately with the several branches 
and possibly with trades and ranks (or 
ratings) in those branches. 

Releases of men in Class A will begin as 
soon as practicable after the defeat of 
Germany, but there will necessarily have 
to be a pause during which the Services 
can identify the men who are to be released 
first and arrange for the return to this 
country of those who are overseas. 

The combination of age and length of 
war service will be on the basis that two 
months of service is equivalent to one 
additional year of age. On this basis, for 
example, a man of 22 years of age with 
four years’ service would be in the same 
release group as a man of 40 years of age 
with one year’s service, and a man of 24 
years of age with four years’ service would 
be in the same group as a man of 30 years 
of age with three years’ service. 


Class B. 

The men in Class B, who will be 
specially transferred from the Forces, will 
be those identified as belonging to par- 
ticular occupational classes specified by 
the Minister of Labour and National Ser- 
vice as required for certain urgent recon- 
struction employments. They will be 
mainly required to supplement the labour 
force available for building houses against 
the time when sailors, soldiers and airmen 
= be returning in large numbers to civil 
ife. 

In addition, Class B will include a 
limited number of individual specialists, 
for whose transfer application may be 
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made through Government Departments in 
accordance with existing arrangements. 

The number of transfers in Class B will 
be small in proportion to the number of 
releases in Class A and transfers in Class B 
will not begin until a start has been made 
with releases in Class A. In order to in- 
crease the releases in Class A and to com- 
pensate for the transfers in Class B 
numbers of young men at present deferred, 
particularly in the munitions industries, 
will be called up to the Forces. The actual 
numbers for transfer in Class B will be 
determined from time to time in the light 
of :— 

(i) the immediate requirements for the 
reconstruction employments; and 

(ii) the extent to which those require- 
ments will be met by releases in Class A 
and by transfer from munitions and other 
work at home. 

The selection of the required number of 
men from a‘ particular occupational class 
for transfer in Class B will, so far as 
possible, be based on the principle of age 
and length of war service. 


THEFT OF HOLIDAY}: 
SAVINGS STAMPS 


THIEF SENTENCED: RECEIVER FINED. 


THE theft of £8 worth of Building and 
Civil Engineering Holiday Scheme 
savings stamps had a _ sequel at the 
Marylebone Police Court last week. 

John Joseph Kyle (34), labourer, no 
fixed abode, was sentenced to three 
months’ imprisonment on a charge of 
stealing them from his employer, Mr. P. 
Donnelly, a builder, of 15a, Sherriff-road. 
N.W.6; and Thomas Brown (31), builders’ 
foreman, of the Avenue, Brondesbury, 
was fined £20, or one month’s imprison- 
ment. for receiving a book containing 65 
o ee stamps. worth £4 17s. 6d., from 
Avie. 

Detective Essex explained that the 
stamps were peculiar tothe trade. Each was 
for 1s. 6d., and was in connection with a 
holidays scheme. Only master builders 
should be in possession of them. The 
accused, Kyle, stole £8 worth and sold 
£4 17s. 6d. worth for £1. Kyle, he said, 
had four previous convictions. 

Evidence was then taken against Brown, 
who had pleaded not guilty. 

Mr. Donnelly identified 65 of the stamps 
and said there was originally a number 
on the front page. The stamps related 
to a holiday scheme under which em- 
ployers in the trade paid 1s. 6d. a week 
for each employee. 

Kyle was then called as a witness for 
the prosecution. He said he met a man 
and asked him if he knew anybody who 
wanted to buy some stamps. The man 
told him to wait and went away. On his 
return he told witness to see his fore- 
man. The foreman (Brown) came and 
looked through the stamps and said there 
were £3 worth in the book. He then 
asked how much he (Kyle) wanted for 
them, and he replied £1. 

Kyle said he was hard up for money 
when he sold the stamps. The front page 
of the book was on when he sold it. 
Cross-examined, he denied that he _ told 
the first man that he had been working 
with his brother and that, as he had 
nothing to do for six weeks he had some 
stamps left. i 

A representative of the Building and 
Civil Engineering Holidays Scheme Man- 
agement said it was an industrial scheme 
under the Defence Regulations and was 
similar to the National Unemployment 
Insurance. The stamps were only valid 
when purchased from the organisation. 
It was known generally throughout the 
whole of the building and civil engineer- 
ing industries. Every builder had been 
circularised. It had been going on since 
October 28, 1942. 

Brown, giving evidence, said Kyle 
handed him the book without the cover- 
He had not tampered with it. He was in 
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the Army until June of this year. He had 
a stamp card, but it was empty as from 
the beginning of the year. The book 
would have been a good investment on 
his own card because he hadn’t been 
working for the first six months of the 
year. He told Kyle there were £3 worth 
and Kyle said he could have them for £1. 
He asked him from where he had 
obtained them and Kyle said he had been 
with his brother, who was in the trade 
on his own account and he had not done 
anything for six weeks and was a bit hard 
pushed. He believed that statement, but 
afterwards became suspicious because it 
was a good bargain. Had he stopped to 
think he would have realised there should 
have been a way of disposing of the 
stamps apart from selling them to him. 

The Magistrate said he saw no differ- 
ence between this and buying Unemploy- 
ment Insurance stamps on the cheap and 
obtaining unemployment benefit. He had 
to decide if, when Brown bought 
the stamps, ‘he knew, or ought to 
have known, they were stolen or unlaw- 
fully obtained. Of course he knew. He 
paid £1 for £3 worth. It was as clear a 
case of receiving stolen property as he 
had heard. He convicted him. 

The Magistrate said he would impose a 
fine because of Brown’s good character.
